Germans Deliver Attacks 
Southwest of St. Quentin 
and on Aisne, but Are Re- 
pelied by French. :

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 


TRANCE, June 8, Via London, 1:47 
P. M.—The number of prisoners reach- 


ing the collecting stations since the 


beginning yesterday of the new Brit- 
ish drive in Belgium has now reached 
more than 6000. Many more prisoners 


are coming ir. 

No estimate of the number of guns 
captured is yet possible, although it is 
known several German batterics were 
taken practically intact. 

The night passed quietly on tiv front 
of the new attack, all the conquered ter- 
ritory being held. 

Prisoners say that scores of German 
guns were destroyed during the British 
bombardment. 

The German losses in their counter- 
attacks were terrible. The full depth of 
the British attack was 5000 yards. ‘Ihree 
counter-attacks by the Germans, wiich 
Wére not delivered in great force, weie 
broken up last night. 

Up to last night 5650 prisoners had 

m counted. More came into the 
collection stations early today, bring- 
ing up the total in all over 6000 with 
many more, yet to come. 

Two comparatively large pockets 
of Germans overlooked in the first 
rush forward, have been surrounded 
in Rattle Wood, near the northern 
flank of the 10-mile attacking front, 
and in Oxygen Trench, down toward 
the southern flank of this line. The 
‘napping up” trdops were expected 
to deal with these Germans during 
the day. 

Of more than 100 officers taken many 
are artillerymen. All the latter said the 
British fire of the last seven days had 
destroyed scores of German guns. In 
some instances all four guns in German 
batteries were damaged, while in other 
cases three of the four guns were lost. 

The work of the British flying corps 
in directing the shooting is beyond all 
praise. German officers said they felt 
abgolutely helpless when airplanes came 
overhead and the British batteries be- 
gan to fire under their observation and 
direction. 


Germans Admit Withdrawal From Sa- 
lient in Belgium. | 

BERLIN, via London, June 8.—The 
German forces on the Belgian front have 
withdrawn from the salient proceeding 
westward to a prepared reserve position 
between the canal bend north of Halle- 
veke and the Douve basin, two kKilo- 
meters west of Warneton, says the of- 
ficial statement issued today by the 
army headquarters staff . 

The statement says: 

“Three attacks delivered by the En- 
glish between Ypres and the Ploegsteert 
wood, north of Armentieres, after a 
day's strong destructive fire, were re- 
pulsed to the southeast of Pres by the 
Lower Schleswig and MWuerttemburg 
regiments. We also fought successfully 
on the southern wing of the battlefield. 

“The enemy succeeded by explosion 
in penetrating our positions at St. Eloi, 
Wytechaete and Messines and advancing 
after stubborn and variable fighting via | 
Wytschaete and Messines. A strong 
counter attack drove the enemy back 
toward Messines. Further north he was 
brought to a standstill ‘by fresh re- 
serves. 

“Later on our regiments, whieh are 
fighting bravely, were withdrawn from 
the salient projecting toward the west 
into the prepared position between the 
bend of the canal to the north of Halle- 
beke and the Douve Basin, two kilo- 
eters to the west of Warneton. 

“Many aerial engagements occurred, 
on the Flanders front. Twelve air- 
planes were brought down.

Compares With 640,000,000 Bushels

pective wheat crop of the United States 
this year was forecast today by the 
Department of Agriculture at 656,000,- 
000 bushels, combining a revised esti- 
mate of the badly damaged winter crop 
and the first estimate of the new spring 
wheat crop based on June 1 conditions. 
Qhat Compares with 640,000,000 bushels 
harvested last year and 806,000,000 bush- | 

els, the average crop fér 1911 to 1915. 
The increased spring wheat drea is 
placed at 19,039,000 acres and the good 
start of this crop under excellent grow- 
ing conditions indicate a production of 
283,000,000 bushels, compared with 168,-

AMERICAN FLYER 
LAND IN FRANCE 


Secretary Daniels Announces 
Arrival of First Fighting Force 
—Will Hunt Submarines. 


WASHINGTON, June 8:—One hundred 
American aviators from the navy Fty- 
ing Corps have arrived safely in France 
for any duty that may present itself, 
according to a statement issued today 
by Secretary Daniels. They are the first 
of the American fighting forces to reach 
France. 

In the party in France are 100 experi 
and prospective .naval aviators, who. 
it is supposed, will co-operate with the 
French navy in meeting the submarine 
peril off the French coast. 

These experts are all officers in the 
United States navy. They include, 
among others, Lieut. Grattan O. Dich- 
man and Lieut. Kenneth Whiting and 
Junior Grade Lieutenants Godfrey DeC. 
Chevalier and Virgil C. Griffin, as well 
as others who already have made ther 
mark in the United States navy avia- 
tion service. 

The statement adds that Lieut. Ken- 
reth Writing commands the corps which 
was sent ‘for duty in anti-submarine 
operations or any other active duty that 
r-ay be given them in France. The force 
includes four highly trained aviators 
end a high percentage of the remaining 
men is also composed of experienced air- 
men.

Dispatches Say Eruption Was Followed by Vio- 
lent Earth Shocks and Fire Which Destroyed 
Central American Capital and Suburbs. 


SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, June 


8.—San Salvador, the capital 


of the Republic of Salvador, with a population of approximately 64,000, has 
been destroyed, according to a dispatch from San Miguel, Salvador. 


The disaster is supposed to have been caused by an eruptiofi of the vol- 
cano of San Salvador at the foot of which the city is situated and by an 


earthquake. 

An operator who reached the edge 
of the destroyed zone reported at 9:20 
o’clock this morning that San Salva- 
dor was in ruins and that everything 
within a radius.of 30 miles had been 
destroyed by an earthquake. + 

The, town of Santa Tecla also has 
been destroyed, according to this report. 
Residents of San Salvador are camping 
in the streets and parks. At tae time 
the report was sent it had been reining 
heavily for five hours. 

A dispatch from Tegucigalpa, Hondu- 
ras, says that in addition to the wiping 
out of San Salvador, the towns of Que- 
saltipeque, Nejaps, Suchicheto, Paisnal, 
Armenies and Mejicanos also were de- 
stroyed. Mejicanos was a suburb of San 
Salvador. 


American Minister Said Veicanc Was 
Erupting and City Damaged. 

WASHINGTON, June 8—Dispatches 
from American Minister Long at San 
Salvador, sent at 9 o'clock last night 
while the volcano of San Salvador was 
erupting, said part of the city has been 
destroyed by fire. 

The dispatch said that about 6:35 p. m. 
yesterday severe earth shocks began and 
continued until about 6:45, with varying 
degrees of intensity. At about 8:4 the 
volcano of San Salvador began to beich 
forth fire and smoke, apparently on the 
side toward Quetzaltepeque. There was 
later one very severe shoc, and the trem- 
ors of the carth continued with decreas- 
ing violence. At the same time thers 
was a steady shower of dry ashes falling 
over the city. 

The report says damage to the Amert- 
can legation building will render it un- 
inhaitable, but that all records are sefe. 
It adds that all other city property ap- 
peared practically untenable. One im- 
portant business section had been 
destroyed by fire, which at the time of 

telegraphing seemed to be under con- 
trol. No deaths were reported in the 
Minister's dispatch as being known at 
that hour. It is quite possible that either

might have wrought greater damage 
after the sending of his dispatch. 


San Salvador Has Suffered Many 
Times From Earthquakes. 


San Salvador is about three miles 
southeast of the volcano of San G&al- 
vador and is the seat of Government 
of the smallest but most densely 
populated of the republics of Centrai 
America. 


First record of an earthquake there 
was in 1873, when the entire city was 
nearly leveled und €0 persons per- 
ished, Since then the city and coun- 
try surrounding it have been rocked 
again and again, whole cities an 
towns being razed and many persons 
being killed. 

The city, which was founded about 
1626, is about 120 miles southeast of 
the town of Gmatemala and ‘js on a 
small stream which flows into the 
Pacific Ocean. 


The city ts conected by rail with 
Acaputia and La Libertad and con- 
tains & large university, the national 
palace, the national library and ae- 
tronomical] observatory and a botani- 
cal garden. It hae a large agricul- 
tural trade. 

The country of San Salvador iteeif 
consists maniy of a plateau about 
2000 feet above the sea, broken by & 
large number of volcanic cones. Its 
population is 1,183,099 and the most 
recent census places the number of 
inhabitants in the capital at 64,000. 

In virtually all previous cases when 
San Salvador hag been damaged by 
earthquakes of volcanic eruptions 
many other nearby localities aiso 
have suffered. Many of the shocks 
have been of the greatest intensity. 
and a saumber of disturbances in re- 
cent years have resulted in appeals to 
the Red Cross for assistance in car- 
ing for the destitute. Some of the

salient and giving the enemy complete 
observation over it, he neglected no pre- 
cautions to render the position impreg- 
nable. These conditions enabled the 
enemy to overlook all our preparations 
for attack and he had moved up reifi- 
forcements to emet us. The hattle, 
therefore, became a gauge of the ability 
of the German troops to stop our ad- 
vance under conidtions as favorable to 
them as an army can ever: hupe for, 
with every advantage of ground and 
preparation and with the knowledge that 
an attack was impending. 

“The German forward defense con- 
sisted of an elaborate and intricate 
system of well wired trenches and 
strong points for making a defense 
belt over a mile in depth. Numerous 
farms and woods were thoroughly 
prepared for defense and there were 
large numbers of machine guns in 
the German garrisons. Guns of all 
calibres recently increased in num- 
bers were placed to bear not only on 
the front but on the flanks of an at- 
tack. Numerous communicating 
trenches and switch lines, radiating 
in all directions, were amply provided 
with strongly constructed concrete 
dugouts and machine gun emplace- 
ments designed to protect the enemy 
garrison and,machine gunners from 
the effect of our bombardment. In 
short, no precaution was omitted that 
could be provided by the incessant 
labor of years, guided by the experi- 
ence gained by the enemy fh his pre- 
vious defeats on the Somme at Arras 
and on Vimy Ridge. 

Last night’s official statement from 
Field Marshal Haig's headquarters said: 

“Our operations south of Ypres have 
boven contigued methodically throughout 
the day and have been attended by com- 
plete success. 

“The Messines-Wytschaete ridge, 
which for over two and ea half years 
has dominated our positions in the Ypres 
salient, was stormed by our troops this 
morning. In this attack we captured 
the villages of Messines and Wytschaete 
ena the enemy’s defensive system, is- 
eluding many strongly organised woods 
and defended localities on a front of 
over nine miles, from south of La 
Iouvebrook to north of Mont Sorrel.

With a double-barreled 
shotgun, similar to the weapon used, 
in. her frail hands, Ruby pointed the 
muzzié at a hat, representing the head 
of her sleeping father, which had been 
placed on a chair nearby. Then bare- 
footed, gum-chewing Otto calmly 
stepped behind her and pulled the trig- 
ger, both averring that “this was the 
way we did it.” 

ecording to their story, Ruby and 
Otto made three trials before the trag- 
edy was accomplished, each time run- 
ning back to the kitchen with the gun, 
saying they were scared, and being 
again sent back by their brother, Jack. 

The mother died last January and 
the home was kept after that by an 
older sister, who married in March.

The substance of the confessions of 
the children is as follows: 

The father had whipped Ruby with 
a rope, the child alleging that there 
were marks upon her body as a result.

When he went out Wednesday 
night, preceding the tragedy, the chil. 
dren agreed they would wait until he 
returned and that Ruby was to shoot 
him through the door as he was about 
to enter. They sat up until about 10 
o’clock and then went to bed. The 
gun, which had been loaded and 
cocked by Jack, 12 years old, was laid 
upon the floor under his bed with the 
hammer raised, for they were afraid to 
let the hammer down, not knowing 
‘how to do so with the gun loaded 
without diseharging the weapon. 

Early in the morning the children 
were awakened by their father and 
told it was time to get up. They all 
went to the kitchen. The gun was 
brought out and Jack showed Ruby 
how to use it and told her to ‘‘do it.” 
Little Otto..was given :inatructions as 
to his part by Jack and ‘Bessie. 

All. the children alleged ill treatment 
from their parent of whippings and cura. 
ing. The older girl does not complain 
of any punishment or ill treatment other 
than being sworn at. he children say 
the Whippings since their mother died 
would perhaps number four or five.

stood the first tremors going down in 
those that followed. 

At the country’s principal industry 
is agriculture, and as much agricul- 
tural property has been destroyed in 
previous digasters, losses to tillers 
of the soil have been tremendous. 
From time té time railroad and wire 
communication with stricken dis- 
tricts has been prevented because of 
the completeness of the destruction 
done by the quakes. 

The country of San Salvador con- 
tains about 7225 square miles and 
has a coast line of about 160 miles 
from the mouth of the Dio de la Paz 
to that of the Goascoran in the Bay 
of Fonseca. Its length is about 140 
miles and its breadth about 60 miles. 

The volcanic mountains of San. Salva- 
dor do not,'form a chain, but are a 
series of clusters. The loftiest vol- 
Canoes in the country are Santa Ana, 
which is 8300 feet high, and San Miguel, 
which rises to 7120 feet. The neighbor- 
hood of the capital has been more sub- 
ject to earthquakes than any other lo- 
cality, and the voleano of San Migue! 
has been described as one of the moat 
tremendous burning mountains in Cen- 
tral America; sometimes several years 
in complete repose and then suddenly 
bursting out with terrific fury. 

The Salvadorians are for the most part 
a primitive people. The Government re- 
cently has endeavored to improve gen- 
éral conditions in the agricultural dte- 
tricts by seeking to encourage the grow- 
ing of cotton and establishing in the 
suburbs of the capital a large agricul- 
tural college and model farms. Ameri- 
can, British and Salvadorian companies 
are interested in the mining of gold and 
silver. The country contains about 180 
mining; establishments. 

More than 200 persons have lost their 
lives throug earthquake shocks, in San 
Salvador in the last two years.

The Germans, though apparently aware that the blow was coming and seem- 
ingly prepared to meet it, were driven from their nearly three years hold on 
Messines ridge, opposite poor old Ypres, the, last remnant of an important 
Belgian town, which with the help of the French and‘ British in turn, has 
held out against all the maséed attacks the Germans could fling against it, 
including the first great surprise of poison gas as a means of supposed civil- 


ized warfare. 


Ypres in a sense was avenged today, 
for Messines ridge has been the van- 
tage point from which the Germans 
have poured torrents of shells into 
the stricken’ city. The British also 
wiped off an old score against the 
Germans, for they held the ridge in 
October, 1914, and with very thin 

forces and virtuaily no artillery 
fought bloodily, but vainly, to hold it 
when the Prussian troops massed 
their modern overpowering weapons 
of war against it. 

Today's attack lacked many of the 
elements of surprise which ac@ompan- 
ied the battle of Arras and the suc- 
cessful storming of Vimy ridge. 
There has been no doubt for three 
weeks past us to the intentions of 
the British. 


Germans Knew of Plans. 

The Germans knew that a big push 
was to be made against Messines and 
they had plenty of time to prepare 
for the defense of that place. 
ners taken today, however, declared 
that the bombardment of Vimy was 
child's play compared h the gun 
fire turned upon Mesgsines ridge. 

This fire reached its climax, just as 
dawn was graying the eastern skies 
and while the full moon was still sus- 
pended high in the heavens. Today's 
success won at along about a ten 
mile front from Observatory ridge, 
southeast of Ypres, to Ploegsteert 
wood, just north of Armentieres, 
proved another triumph for British 
artillery supremacy. As the fighting 
was wholly on Belgian soil, however, 
the Belgian artillery stationed some 
distance north’ of the actua) line of 
attack, lent aid with a violent bom- 
bardment of the German positions 
within range of its varied calibered 
weapons. 

Mesaines ridge is a low lying pro- 
monotory extending along the great- 
er part of today’s fighting front. It 
is an insignificant bit of ground to 
look at from below. At its greatest 
height it rises barely seventy metres 
(280 feet) above sea level. The surround- 
ing country is so low and flat, however, 
that Mesgsines had an observation 
value virtually incalculable. It was a 
position which dominated the north- 
ern half of the British line in the 
west, and no operations of a large 
character could be planned withovt 
possession of it. 

Seventy metres ia not a_ great 
height, but when-you have been hit- 
ting at twenty or thirty metres with 
the enemy looking down at you and 
pouring shot and shell incessantly 
about. you, possession of the higher 
ground means a victory of supreme 
importance. 

Today’s attack was accompanied by 
all the arts and deviltries of latter-day 
war.” The enemy guns and gun crews 
had been bathed for days in gay shells 
sent over by the long British guns. The 
night wae filled with red incondiary 
flames. Shells that spurted molten Jead 
in streams crashed in appalling .umbers 
=about the heads of the defending sol- 
diers, High explosive and shrapnel fire 
was carried out with such rapirity that 
the earth writhed under the force of the 
attack. 

Mines that had taken two vearsa to 
dig and fill with an overwhelming ¢x- 
plosive broke into an avalanche 2f fiam- 
ing destruction in the half light of dawn, 
This was, indeed, a Ypres day o¢ re 
tallation and victory for the vicious 
suffering of two years and eight months.

In 
view of the fact that the attack had 
been expected the German commanders 
were endeavoring to get their best units 
actually into the fighting front, but had 
underestimated when the British would 
strike. The troops in a strange line 
were utterly bewildered when the at- 
tack began and fell easy prey to the 
advancing British. 

Rehearsed in Every Detail. 

The Irish, New Zealanders and Austra- 
lHians who had been rehearged in every 
detail of “the show’ knew just what to 
jo from the moment the word of ad- 
vance was given. The battle today was 
far more visible during the. first un- 
certain moments than later when the 
sur gradually burned its way through 
the eastern bank of clouds. By that 
fine the smoke of exploding shells and 
the vapors fram the blinding barrage, 
which had been part of the artillery 
duty obscured the more distant land- 
scape to such an extent that the roaring 
guns could not be feen at all, although 
the firing was almost at one’s feet. The 
brilliantly leaping shrapnel _ shells, 
breaking far above ground, appeared 
through a thick mist only as brief and 
iriliiant electric sparks.

TWO AIDS, CRITICS 
OF HIS SHIP POLICY 
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He Declares-to Be False Their 
Charges That He Is Delay- 
ing Construction. 


| TELLS WHAT HE IS DOING 


Men Dismissed Originated Idea 
of Great Wooden Fleet of 


WASHI..WTON, June 8.—Major-Gen- 
eral Goethals, General Manager of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation, today dis- 
missed F. A. Eustis of Boston, Assist- 
ant General Manager, and F. H. Clark 
of New York, the two engineers who 
Originated the. wooden fleet idea. 

The dismisel of Eustis and Clark fol- 
lowed their issuante last night of state- 
ments virtually charging Gen. Goethals 
with holding up the shipbuilding pro- 
gram in the nation’s emergency. 

The two engitieers favored quickly 
building a great fleet of standardized 
wooden cargo. carrier to combat the 
submarine menace, but Gen, Goethals 
disapproved of its idea in the main. He 
favored steel and the Shipping Board 
gave him absolute authority to decide 
the question and build the fleet. Eustis 
and Clark felt the country was being 
impertied by the rejection of their plan 
and decided last night to force the issue 
by making their statements. 

They expected to be dismissed for their 
action, but said they felt it their duty 
to apprise the country of the facts as 
they saw them. 

Goethals Announces Dismiagpal. 

Gen. Goethals announced the discharge 
of the two engineers in a memorandum 
to Chairman Denman of the Shipping 
Board. . 

“The usefulness of these two gentle. 
men in this organization is at an end,”’ 
said Gen. Goethals. “Mr. Eustis was 
retained at your suggestion and given 
a position of responsibility; how he has 
fulfilled his duties his statement to 
the pregs discloses. ; 

‘‘Under the circumstances I expect the 
resignation.of Mr. Eustis as a member 
of the Exeoutive Committee of thé Unit- 
ed States Shipping Board's emérgency 
fleet corporation and discharge him 
from the service for lack of loyalty 
and misrepresentation of facts. This 
applies to his employment with the cor- 
poration and, of course, has no bearing 
on the dual position he octupies as 
agent of the Shipping Board. Mr. Clark 
is to be dismissed from the service for 
similar reasons,”’ 

Chairman Denman of the Shipping 
Board had nothing to say as to what 
action the board would take in the 
case. Eustis is an employe of the 
board, assigned to the fleet corporation. 
Clark has no connection with the board 
‘but was employed by the corporation. 

In his memorandum to Denman, Gen. 
Goethals brands as false the statements 
made by.Eustis and Clark. 

“The most serious charge in their 
Statements,” said Gen. Goethals, ‘“‘is 
that by insisting on a lump sum bid, 
I am shutting out all contractors who 
are desirous of assisting in ‘the ship- 
building scheme because these are 
not able to estimate on lumber and 
the material conditions as they exist 
today, thereby delaying the construc- 
tion of ships. 

Declares Charge Is False. 

“The charge is false. You were pres- 
ent at the hearing before the House 
Committee on Appropriations May 22, in 
which the method of cost, plus per 
centage, was discussed and disposed of 
You made the statement that you fa- 
vored the lump-sum basis. On return- 
ing to the office I took action along 
these lines. 

“In wooden ship construction we are 
paying for the ways and necessary 
equipment when requested and protect- 
ing the contractor on account of ad- 
vances in the cost of labor and in the 
prices of materials. The only con- 
tingency unprotected is inexperience, 
which is not a contingency if the pros- 
pective contractor possesses the neces- 
sary and proper organization for carry- 
ing on the work.

U. S. IN PRESENT TROUBLE 


President Li Yuen Hung Expresses to Post-Dis- 
patch Correspondent Earnest W:sh That 
This Country Stand by Republic.

PEKIN, June 6.—I have been received 


for a private interview by President Li 
Yuan Hung. Speaking with great ear- 
nestness he expregsged the hope uf him- 
self and the people of China chat the 
United States would stand by thé Chi- 
nese republic in what has come to‘be the 


mcst critical hour of its young sistory. 
The leading statesmen of China believe 
that the ‘existence of the republic lies 
with the issue of events now in prograss. 
The cotncidence 6f revolutionary out- 
breaks and foreign pressure. has caused 
the most serious alarm. 

President Li Yuan Hung did not wish 
t«. speak for publication on the question 
of war or peace as it confronts the 
Chinese Republic today, but he did not. 
hesitate to speak with the utmost frank- 
neas, and with full knowledge that he 
vas to be quoted, on China’s faith in 
the continued support of the United 
States against any attempt to prevent 
China from working out her own des- 
tiny. 

Iaternal Situation Critical. 

“I sincerely trust,” he said, ‘that the 
United States will not cease to mako 
American diplomatic influence felt in 
China. Although your country is now 
an active factor in the great war, and 
is sending troops to the battlefields’ of 
kurope, do not forget China.. The criti- 
cal internal difficulties with which 
China is confronted are being compli- 
cated by new difficulties which threaten 
China from the ontside. We have every 
confidence tn American influence as it 
may be exercised in regard to China. 

“We desire Americans to apply that 
influence consistently, no matter how 
a 


cent profit, but Gen. Goethals rejected 
the proposals and nisisted on bids with 
a flat price.

the war party. These conflicting opin- 


ions have struggled unceasingly to win 
the support of the President, who has 
inclined against wear.

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RIOT IS QUELLED 


H FIRE HOS¢ 


Fight in Quarry Continues Until 
Firemen Turn on Streams 
of Water. 


TWELVE MEN WOUNDED 
White and Black Prisoners Fight 
With Stones; Guards Fire 
Several Shots. 


— 


A race riot at 4:30 p. m. yesterday be- 
tween white and negro prisoners at the 
workhouse in’ which 12. men_ were 
wounded seriously enough to require 
hospital treatment, was quelled with 
streams of water from fire hose. 

Guards and policemen with shotguns, 
revolvers and clubs were trying in vain 
to subgue the rioters when an alarm, 
turned in by a clerk in the superintend- 
ent's office, brought a eompany of fire- 
fighters to the scene. Hose connections 
were made as though there was a fire 
to be extinguished and in a few minuteg 
several streams of water under heavy 
pressure were trained on the belliger- 
ents. Drenched prisoners scurried away 
to the cell buildings and quiet was soon 
restored. : 

Guards Watching for Trouble. 

The trouble started in the big stone 
quarry where 231 male prisoners. whitew 
and negroes, were working side. by side. 
Ill teeling between the races had been 
growing since the East St. Louis riots 
of a week ago and the five guards on 
duty had been warned that 1 fight was 
imminent. 

A white.-man threw a stone at a negro. 
The latter retaliated and hefore the 
guards cound prevent it a fight was in 
progress. For a time the guards used 
guns as clubs and tried to beat the 
rioters into submission, but failed. 

No shots were fired until one of the 
white prisoners, Henry Griesser, 19 years 
old, a member of “Egan’s Rats,”’ serv- 
ing time for larceny, snatched a gun 
from the hands of Rudolph Tessmer. 
one of the guards, and commenced fir- 
ing at the negroes. Three otrer guards, 
Albert Engelmeyer, Edward Schire and 
John Fenning, then began shooting. 

Mrs. Huse N. Morgan, wife of the 
superintendent, heard the shots and 
summoned the police. | 

The policemen and guards were haviny 
great difficulty in separating the e- 
groes from the whitcs and were making 
slow progress whegijan office attache 
went in a fire alarri.’* 

Two white men and 10 negroes were 
taken to the city hospital. All suff-.ed 
from buckshot wounds and cuts. Frank 
Humes, 55 years old, and Edward Swan- 
son, 19, were the whites. The negroes 
were William Harris, 75; John White, %: 
Charles Butler, 40; Clyde Hoppe, 25; 
William Searls, 23; Ernest Jones, 22; 
George Brady, 27; Ira Burris, Z/; Otis 
McGill, 30, and Ross Smith, 22. 


U. §. EXPRESSES HOPE CHINESE 
FACTIONS WILL GET TOGETHER 


Note to Pekin Regrets Dissensions, 
Says Development, Not Entry in 
War, Is Principal Necessity. 
PEKIN, June 8.—Dr. Paul S. Reinsch, 
the American Minister, has handed to 
the Foreign Office the following com- 

munication from Washington: 

“The United States Government learns 
with the most profound regret of the 
dissensions in China and expresses a 
sincere desire than tranquility an] 
political co-ordination, be forthwith es- 
tablished. 

“The entry of Ching into the war or 
the continuance of e status quo in 
her relations with the German ‘Govern- 
ment are matters of secondary impor 
tance. China’s principal necessity is to 
resume and continue her political entity 
and proceed along the road to national 
development. In China’s form of Gov- 
ernment or the personnel which admin- 
isters the Government, America has only 
the friendliest interest and desires to be 
of service to China. 

“America expresses the sincere heise 
that fractional and political disputes 
will be set aside and that all parties 
co-ordinate will work to establish and 
coordinate the Government and secure 
China’s position among the nations, 
which is impossible while there is in- 
ternal discord."’ 


GERMANY ASKED TO TAKE OVER 
BRANCHES OF AMERICAN FIRMS 


Manufacturers Association ‘Starts 
Campaign Against International 
Harvester and Singer Sew- 
ing Corporations. 

COPENHAGEN, June 8.—The Ger- 
man Association of Manufacturers of 
Agriculture Machines has addressed 
a demand to Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg for Stringent meas- 
ures against the International Har- 
vester and Singer Sewing Machine 
Companies. They demand that the 
German branches of these two Amer- 
ican corporations be Placed under 
State supervision, deprived of raw 
materials, and thar exempted work- 
men employed by the companies be 
assigned to German factories. 

No action has been taken, but the 
German manufacturers have started 
a press campaign, and will also bring 
the matter before the Reichstag. 

One of the articles in the indict- 
ment against the Harvester Co. is 
that its Chicago factory has accepted ‘ 
contracts for military auto trucks.

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WAR POLITIOS IN CANADA. 

War politics in Canada has suddenly assumed 
a critical and decidedly interesting phase. 

The Government now headed by Premier Bor- 
den got into power on the Taft reciprocity issue 
and was continued by favoring fortune which 
brought the outbreak of war before it had worn 
out its popularity. Mr.. Borden has spent much 
time in England and lately returned with a con-! 
scription proposal. 

He suggested a nonpartisan acceptance of his 
plan, a coalition Cabinet in which leading Liberals 
should have places and a statutory extension of 
the life of Parliament without an election. Bx- 
Premier Laurier, Liberal chief and one of Can- 
ada's great men, rejected the plan after delibera- 
tion and an appeal to the people is to follow. 

The Liberal oppogition to conscription is based 
in part on the wonderful showing Canada has 
made under the volunteer system and the mag- 
nificent efficiency of its volunteers on the firing 
line. It has raised 420,000 troops. Assuming that 
Canada’s population is less than one-thirteen 
that of the United States, a like ratio of troops to 
inhabitents would furnish an army of more than 
5,000,000 men in this country. 

Liberals also charge that there is politics in the 
conscription plans. Admittedly the difficulties of 
the Government have multiplied. It obtained office 
on an adventitious issue that no longer interests

anybody. Blundering at Ottawa, a system of war |. 


contracts enabling individuals to amass great for- 
tunes, favoritism and graft are charged. ‘Tories 
would have reason to thank their stars if they 
could perpetuate their regime by appeals to war 
fervor. 

But if there is politics in the advocacy of can- 
scription, there is also politics in the opposition. 
Quebec will neither volunteer with enthusiasm, 
nor will ft vote for pro-conscription candidates. 
To the cry of politics Conservatives reply by point- 
ing to the need for more and still more men and 
the équitable distribution of service burdens under 
conscription.

Summer Hints for 


the Home Gardener 


OW that radishes, lettuce and in 
some sections peas, spinach and 
other early crops are being har- 

vested, home gardeners should be mak- 
ing their preparations to “utilize the 
freed space by planting other crops, 
say spectatists of the United. States De- 
partment of Agriculture. . ae 

In planning for these planthigs, the 
«pecialists' suggest, it is~ wefl at» all 
limes, but especially this year, to con- 
centrate efforts on the production of 
’egetables that have considerable food 
value and on those which may be stored 
in their natural condition, dried or 

inned tor winter use. 

Late Irish potatoes is one of the im- 
ortant crops that can be grown on the 

eed ground. Navy beans furnigh sub- 

‘antial food which is easily stored, and 
be present market prices make it worth 
hile in sections where they thrive, to 
cplant space from which crops have 
een harvested, with this legume. 

Other vegetables having considerable 
vod value from which choice may be 
1ade for late plantings tinclude sweet 
orn, string beans, late beets, turnips, 

matoes, squash and pumpkins. As 
ar north as Northern New Jersey, 

Cutheastern Pennsylvania, Central 
/hio, Central Indian, Northern Illinois 
‘nd Central lowa, sweet potatoes also 
nay be depended on to mature from 
iantings made as late as June i on 
andy land. 

Among the less nutritious vegetables 
vhich may be planted in soil freed by 
-urly harvests are late cabbage and cu- 
‘umbers. . Winter onions, fall lettuce and 
‘all radishes also may be planted late 
n the season. 

It is not essential, the specialists point 
sut, to wait until all radishes, heads of 
cttuce and other early maturing plants 
for succeeding crops. Corn or beans, for 
cxample, may be started in spaces made 
in radish or lettuce rows, or between 
the rows. The radishes or lettuce will 
tnen be harvested before the late plant- 
ed crops need all the ground. Equally 
gsiutisfactory results can be obtained from 
ihe combination of other early and late 
vegetables.

What shall be done with Frank Pask- 
nic, aged 9, of considerable good nature 
but seemingly unalterable bad habits, is 
worying the authorities of Madison 
County.
